Claim 5 is allowable because prior art fails to teach, along with all of the other limitations 
of claim 5, an impedance ZU of the first portion of the load conductor, a mutual impedance Z12 
of the second radiator to the first portion of the load conductor, a mutual impedance Z21 of the 
first portion of the load conductor to the second radiator, an impedance Z22 of the second 
radiator, an impedance Z33 of the second portion of the load conductor, a mutual impedance Z34 
of the third radiator to the second portion of the load conductor, a mutual impedance Z43 of the 
second portion of the load conductor to the third radiator, and an impedance Z44 of the third 
radiator satisfy the relation of
